We give, partly to 
please the Lord Jesus Christ, but 
also because we feel a duty to the 
local church, or we have a loyal- 
ty to the pastor, or we do not 
want to be counted un-co-operative 
and queer, or we give to loyal 
“Baptist causes” or to “the Meth- 
odist church” or to “Presbyterian 
institutions.” | 


Most of the time we would not 
give as much if nobody would ever 
know how much we gave, if no 
record were kept nor announce- 
ment made. Sometimes we give, or 
pray, or go to church from a 
vague sense of duty in general, 


without thinking personally of 
pleasing the dear Lord Jesus, and 
doing exactly what would honor 
Him. I ‘am saying that much of 
our Christian service, activity, and 
giving is done from mixed motives, 
and not simply and primarily to 
please Jesus Christ, because that 
is exactly what He wants us to 
do.

2. Orderliness or neatness—This

3. Cleanliness—Who needs any 
explanation of this one! 

4. Dependability—Can people 
depend on you? If you say you 
will do something, do you always | 
do it? Are you faithful about do-| 
ing your jobs at home, faithful 
about being at Sunday School ev- 
ery Sunday? 

5. Loyalty—Do you stand up for 
Christ and the Bible? Are you 
loyal to your folks, to your pastor, 
to your friends? If you are, that 
means you will not listen to un- 
true or unkind gossip about peo- 
ple. 

You see, much of Christian 
courtesy is not learned from a 
book. It comes from a Christian 
heart, a heart that is eager to 
please Christ and be kind to oth- 
ers, Although you may not know 
all the rules of etiquette, if you 
are set on being thoughtful of 
others, you will be a courteous 
person.

It was 466 years ago, on Oc- 
tober 12, 1492, that Christopher 
Columbus landed at a coral islet 
of the Bahamas, declaring it the 
possession of King Ferdinand and 
Queen Isabella of Spain, naming 
it for the Holy Saviour, San Sal- 
vador. Because of his discovery in 
behalf of Spain, represented in his 
landing at Watling’s Island, half 
of what is now the United States, 
all of Mexico, Central America 
and the West Indies, plus two- 
thirds of South America, became 
the possession of Spain. 


Yet that discovery by the noted 
Genoese sailor fades into insig- 
nificance when compared with the 
greatest of all discoveries, the gift 
of salvation through Jesus Christ 
our Lord.’ Columbus received no 
profit from his discovery and 
Spain eventually lost her colonies 
in the New World. But the dis- 
covery of salvation is an eternal 
possession for every recipient. It 
is a gain not only for time but 
eternity as well. Have you made 
the greatest of all life’s discov- 
eries? “For the wages of sin is 
death; but the gift of God is eter- 
nal life through Jesus Christ our 
Lord” (Rom. 6:23).

Teen-Age Tipplers 


The Gilbert Youth Research 
Company recently released some 
Statistics confirming what many 
have suspicioned about teen-age 
drinking for some time. Their 
Survey dealt with more than 5,000 
boys and girls between the ages 
of 15 and 17 in ninety communi- 
ties scattered across the country. 
They found that approximately 80 
per cent of these teen-agers had 
had at least one alcoholic drink in 
their young lives and only 15 per 
cent claimed that they never had 
a drink, The rest refused to an- 
swer. The survey dealt with teen- 
agers in large cities, suburban 
areas and small towns with no 
appreciable difference in drinking 
habits by population grouping. 

Most of the youths obtained 
their drinks at home with parent- 
al approval. In answer to the ques- 
tion as to where they obtained 
their drinks, 56 per cent said at 
home, 33 per cent said at parties, 
33 per cent said at neighborhood 
bars, 12 per cent said night clubs, 
and 9 per cent listed various other 
places. Some listed more than 
one place and that accounted for 
the total going over 100 per cent. 
Highly significant is the fact that 
over one-third of these children 
stated they sometimes obtained 
their drinks at bars and night 
clubs. This in spite of the fact 
that not one single state in our 
union permits serving alcoholic 
beverages to anyone under 
eighteen years of age. 


When the Gilbert Youth Re- 
Search Company moved from high 
school to college youth, their drink- 
ing statistics jumped astronomic- 
ally. Commenting that “school 
days quickly become skoal’ days 
on the modern campus,” they 
learned while questioning students 
on ten campuses in nine states 
that nine out of ten college boys 
drink and seven out of eight drink 
hard liquor. Among the college 
students, 56.5 per cent of the boys 
and 38.8 per cent of the girls said 
they drank beer “often.” About 
20 per cent of the girls and 35 
per cent of the boys confessed 
drinking “often” cocktails and soit 
drinks spiked with liquor. 


The above facts are simply an 
added emphasis relative to the 
importance of example. Parents 
who themselves drink and who 
have beer, wine and hard liquor 


in the ice box can only expect that 


their children will follow in their 
footsteps eventually. Even more 
tragic is that many of these par- 
ents themselves give their children 


their first drink, starting them 


on the highway to alcoholism and 
despair. Let us not forget that 
“the drunkard and the glutton

Dr. Cyril J. Glaspel, president 
of the National Federation of 
State Medical Boards, made some 
frightening statements recently in 
a speech at a meeting of the Fed- 
eration. He declared that while 
narcotic addiction among the gen- 
eral population in America is one 
addict for each three thousand 
persons, “Among physicians the 
incidence is one addict for each 
one hundred, or thirty times more 
prevalent than among average cit- 
izens.” He revealed further, “Each 
year enough doctors to equal the 
output annually of one of our big 
medical schools degenerate into 
drug addiction.” Glaspel blamed 
the failure of medical schools to 
prepare young doctors for “dan- 
gers and pitfalls that they face 
when they are permitted to have 
a narcotics license and thus have 
free access to dangerous drugs.”

He Carried Nothing Away! 


Early this year, one of the 
world’s richest bachelors, Dr. John 
T. Williamson, died leaving a for- 
tune estimated at $100,000,000. 
Only fifty years old, he had re- 
ceived an average of five hun- 
dred proposals of marriage a year 
for some time before his decease. 


Williamson, a Canadian lum- 
berman’s son, had gone to South 
Africa as a geologist, working for 
a mining company. There he be- 
came obsessed with an idea that 
somewhere in East Africa there 
was a central ‘‘pipe’” of diamonds 
from which other veins radiated. 
He dedicated himseif to the task 
of finding it and spent six years 
fighting jungle and malaria, One 
night in March of 1940 he found 
his “pipe” on a site a govern- 
ment surveyor had declared worth- 
less. Before long his mine was pro- 
ducing about 5 per cent of the 
world’s diamonds. 


Yet when he died, he took no 
more with him than a humble 
pauper or a skid row derelict. 
Psalm 49:16, 17 declares: “Be not 
thou .afraid when one is made 
rich, and the glory of his house 
is wmecreased; For when he dieth 
he shall carry nothing away: his 
glory will not descend after him.” 
And I Timothy 6:7 reminds us: 
“For we brought nothing into this 
world, and it is certain we can car- 
ry nothing out.”

My own beioved father and 
mother had _ such _ triumphant 
Home-goings that I can never 
measure the sweet influence of 
their assurance on my life.

When I ar- 
rived at the old home at De- 
catur, Texas, I found all the fam- 
ily walking on~~tiptoe, “talking 
through tears and-in whispers, but 
my dad making fun of all their 
fears!

God has used them to convict sin- 
ners, to purify His church, to set 
a- New Testament standard - for 
Christianity as. a religion. of re- 
proach, as not of this world, that 
Christians should suffer as Christ 
suffered and the apostles suffered! 


How my soul was blessed, as 
a young man, when I read Fox's 
Book of Martyrs, the story of the 
trail of blood, sanctified blood 
freely offered to God through cen- 
turies by saints who gladly died 
rather than deny or displease the 
dear Lord. O God, this world- 
pleasing, conforming generation of 
Christians, who know no suffering 
for Christ, suffer no destruction of 
property, no imprisonment, no 
burning at the stake, no boiling in 
oil, no dragging to death behind 
wild horses! How can we please 
God with no offering .of life it- 
self, no precious blood gladly giv- 
en! May God raise up martyrs 
like Paul! 


3. But Paul Had Long Before 
Given Himself for Such a 
Bloody Death! 

Do you wonder that Paul could 
triumphantly say, “I am now 


5 
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ready to be offered,” gladly fac- 
ing, welcoming death for Christ? 
He was ready because he had been 
ready for years! Paul had ap- 
proved himself as a minister of 
God “in afflictions, in necessities, 
in distresses. In stripes, in im- 
prisonments, in ‘tumults, in la- 


in fastings” [being without food], 
as we learn in II Corinthians 6: 
4 5. Before he was inspired to so 
command others in Romans 12:1, 
he had presented his body “a 
living sacrifice, holy, acceptable 
unto God” (Rom, 12:1). 

Paul was now ready to be of- 
fered, but before this he had writ- 
ten the saints at Colosse, and 
God’s inspiration guarantees the 
genuineness of it: “I Paul... 
who now rejoice in my sufferings 
for you, and fill up that which 


+ig behind of the afflictions of 


Christ in my flesh for his body’s 
sake, which is the church” (Col. 
1:24). He who took imprisonment 
and chains and the stakes of a 
criminal with joy, for Christ’s 
sake, was ready to be beheaded 
too for the same Saviour. 


You see, Paul was always con- 
scious of the death of Christ, al- 
ways tried to enter into that 
death and count self dead. He was 
always “bearing about in the body 
the dying of the Lord Jesus.” So 
Paul was inspired to write: 

“We are troubled on every side, 
yet not distressed; we are per-

Why de not other Christians 
have the honor of dying for 
Christ? Because they do not seek 
it, do not offer themselves. Read 


‘the diaries and letters of John 


and Betty Stam martyred: in-Chi- 


-na, or of Jim: Elliot recently killed 


by Auca Indians in South Amer- 
ica. You will see that when Chris- 
tians gladly offer themselves to 
bear the reproach of Christ, their 
offering is accepted, and when 
bodies are laid on the altar, God 
is pleased, sometimes, to let them 
die for Christ. 


Paul was permitted the glory 
of dying for Christ because he had 
sought to honor Christ “by life 
or by death’ for many years! 
Now he is ready. God wants no 
unwilling sacrifice, no _ disciple 
who will not count the cost and 
gladly pay it. 


II, “I Have Fought a 
Good Fight” 

It is said when one faces death, 
all one’s life may pass in review. 
Oh, facing death, one may more 
clearly judge the right or wrong 
of the days gone by. So Paul, now 
that he is ready to be offered and

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plexed, but not in despair; Perse- 
cuted, but not forsaken; cast down, 
but not destroyed; Always bear- 
ing about in the body the dying 
of the Lord Jesus, that the life 
also of Jesus might be made man- 
ifest in our body. For we which 
live are salways delivered unto 
death for’ Jesus’ sake, that the 
life also of Jesus might be made 
manifest in our mortal flesh” (II 
Cor. 4:8-11). 

Dying was no new thing for 
Paul. Rather he sought always 
to know Christ so well that he 
might enter into “the fellowship 
of his sufferings, being made con- | 
formable unto nis death.” If Christ 
was ‘beaten, why not Paul? If 
Christ suffered, Paul wanted to 
experience. it too. If Christ died 
at hands of wicked men for Paul 
and us, how blessed to die a sim- 
ilar death of shame and pain for 
Christ! 

So Paul was to die now for 
Christ, But he had daily faced 
death and told Christians at 
Corinth, “I protest by your re- 
joicing which I have in Christ Je- 
sus our Lord, I die daily” (I Cor. 
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killed and burned on the altar. 

But do we need any sacrifice 
now? Does not Hebrews 10:12 say 
that Jesus “offered one sacrifice 
for sins for ever’? And the same 
chapter, verse 18, says, ‘Now 
|Wwhere remission of these is, there 
is no more offering for sin.’ So 
neither the blood of bulls and 
goats, nor the blood of the be- 
headed apostle can do the atoning 
work of the blood of Christ. Paul’s 
death was an offering, a sacrifice 
to God, a love gift, not an atone- 
ment. Our sacrifices, our offerings 
are to picture Christ, are to wit- 
ness for Him. 

We Christians are “an holy 
priesthood,” we are told, ‘to offer 
up spiritual sacrifices, acceptable 
to God by Jesus Christ” (I Pet. 
2:5). 

We are to “offer the sacrifice 
of praise” (Heb, 13:15). We are 
to give God our love for others 
as Christ “hath given himself for 
us an offering and a sacrifice to 
God for a sweetsmelling savour” 
(Eph. 5:2). Love offerings to take 
care of God’s man are called “a 
sacrifice acceptable, wellpleasing 
to God” (Phil. 4:18). But the of-

that the time of his departure is 
at hand, looks over his life and 
gladly finds that he has been true. 


We know that for his salvation, 
Paul depended wholly on the blood 
of Christ. He had been inspired to 
say, “I Know whom, I. have be- 
lieved, and am persuaded that he 
is able to keep that, which I have 
committed unto him against that 
day” (II Tim. 1:12). Paul was 
saved ‘instantly and kept by grace. 
But he knew, “We must all ap- 
pear. before the judgment seat of 
Christ; that every one may receive 
the things done in his body, ac- 
cording to that he hath done, 
Whether it be good or bad” (II 
Cor. 5:10). He looked forward 
gladly to the rewards of that 
judgment seat of Christ. 


1. The First Glad Thought in 
Facing the Judgment Seat of 
Christ Was, “I Have Fought 

a Good Fight” 

And what is’ the single thing 
about his ministry that most re- 
joices his heart? What is it that 
he feels most pleases Christ? The 
first thing is, “I have fought a 
good fight!” The one question 
about one’s ministry which will 
be most important when one 
faces Christ in person will prove 
to be, “Did you boldly, aggressive- 
ly, obediently fight for Christ and 
the Bible, and for righteousness 
and souls? Did you fight a good 
fight?” 

Remember the Holy Spirit. in- 
spired these words. Paul put first 
that one blessed truth, he had 
faithfully fought a good fight, But 
God put it first too. 

On April 6, 1957, I was kept 
late at my office, making tape 
recordings for radio broadcasts. 
My key would not open the front 
door, so I must go down the back 
stairs, open a rarely used door 
facing the railroad right of way. 
As I groped in the dark for a 
light switch over the basement 
stairs, I stumbled and fell a full 
story to the basement. I landed 
on the concrete on my head. I 
do not know how long I lay there, 
but a pool of blood. indicated it 
was a few minutes at least. I got 
out, mailed the radio broadcast 
tapes, tHéugh I have no memory 
of it, and went home. A good doc- 
tor sewed up my scalp. Later X- 
rays showed a fractured skull, a 
crack perhaps four or five inches, 
and a very serious concussion. 

I lingered in bed about five 
weeks, I was fed with a straw. 
Only by taking _pain-relieving 
medicine at first could I sleep. 
Twelve days went by before I was 
at ease enough to think even 
to turn on gospel broadcasts on 
the radio by my bedside. The doc- 
tor felt I was very near death. 

I had no fear, not even any 
anxiety, but a joyful sense of 
God’s presence. Soon the Lord 
seemed to tell me I should get 
well, that there was a special need 
for me, so I was being spiritually 


prepared. But at first I thought I’ 
might go to meet Christ. I might’ 
soon look in His dear face, hear’

His voice, And the - thought was 
sweet, 


And what in my life and min- 


istry came to mind? I had no 
“Oh, I have offended ‘so: 
many people by my plain, em-: 


thought, 
phatic, dogmatic preaching against 


Should I have been kinder? More 
gentle? Should I have thought 
more about fellowship?” NO! No 
such thought came to my mind! 


I never regretted any friend I 
had lost for Jesus, any attack on 
modernism or worldliness. Not a 
qualm had I about losing 
friends of a lifetime over my pro- 
test against evolutionary teaching 
in Baylor University, not a re- 
gret over calling Nels Ferre and 
Bishop Oxnam and Buttrick infi- 
dels and denouncing their wicked 
charges; Ferre’s that Christ may 
have been the son of a blond Ger- 
man soldier and harlot Mary, Ox- 
nam’s that the God of the Old 
Testament is a “dirty bully,” But- 
trick’s, of the God who requires 
a blood atonement for sin, “that 
God is my Devil.” ‘ 

I had a deep, tender searching 
of heart, but the only thing I 
could think of at the prospect of 
looking in the face of the dear 
Lord Jesus was this—Oh, I hope}: 
He could say to me, ‘Well done! 
You never trimmed! You entered 
into the reproach of Christ. You 
didn’t sell out, you were not a 
coward. You kept your vow to be 
faithful to the Book and the Gos- 
pel with no compromise, no pleas- 
ing of men, no fear of the conse- 
quences. You were willing to suf- 
fer with me. Well done!” 


I will not tell the tender phras- 
es my sick heart seemed to hear 
Him say. But I was surer than 
ever that the big thing when I 
meet Christ will be not whether 
I was soft spoken and abstractly 
good, but whether I fought a good 
fight. Oh, Lord Jesus, help me to 
see it and be true. May no cheap, 
dissimulative love for false men, 
unbelievers, or compromisers still 
my tongue! May no fear of men’s 
disapproval or of closed doors or 
lmited ministry affect my faith- 
fulness. Oh, may I, like = Paul, 
fight a good fight! j

ourselves with the world. We are 
to please Him who has called us 
to be soldiers. 

Let every Christian remember, 
as Timothy and we are command- 
ed, he is called to be a soldier, 
called to fight a good fight, called 
to endure hardness, as a_ good 
soldier, 

We should not be surprised that 
Paul thought continually in terms 
of life as a warfare, He thought 
of himself as a “man that striveth 
for the mastery.” He said, “I 
therefore so run,,not as uncer- 
tainly; so fight I, not as one that 
beateth the air’ (I Cor, 9:25, 26). 

The pacifists and conscientious 
objectors have never entered fully 
into God’s attitude towards sin. 
The wars of Israel against Amalek 
and the Philistines picture the 
strife against evil which is a nor- 
mal part of Christian life. When 
Elijah beheaded the prophets of 
Baal at Mount Carmel, he repre- 
sented the proper attitude of a 
Christian towards false, perverted 
religions. God does curse, and 
promises eternal damnation to 
those who do not aecept the re- 
vealed Gospel of Christ. And Paul 
cries out in holy prayer, “Let 
him be accursed!” (Gal. 1:8, 9). 
And so we too should say “amen” 
to, the damnation of anyone who 
does not come to trust in the 
blood .of Jesus Christ, one who 
does not accept the Gospel “ac- 
cording to the scriptures” so clear- 
ly revealed to Paul (I Cor, 15:3, 
4). 

The Prophet Isaiah is inspired 
to challenge us, “‘Cry aloud, spare 
not, lift up thy voice like a trum- 
pet, and shew my people their 
and the house of 
Jacob their sins” (Isa. 58:1). 

No one need pretend to serve 
the Lord Jesus until he solemnly 
considers His words: “Think not 
that I am come to send peace on 
earth: I came not to send peace, 
but a sword. For I am come to 
set a man at variance against his 
father, and the daughter against 
her mother, and the daughter in 
law against her mother in law. 
And a man’s foes shall be they 
of his own household” (Matt. 10:

Now then it is no more 
I that do it, but sin that dweileth 
in me. For I know that in me 
(that is, in my flesh,) dwelleth no 
good thing: for to will is present 
with me; but how to perform that 
which is good I find not. For the 
good that I would I do not: but 
the evil which I would not, that 
I do. Now if I do that I would not,

A part of his fight was this, 
and he said, “But I keep under my 
body, and bring it into subjection: 
lest that by any means, when I 
have preached to others, I myself 
should be a castaway” (I Cor. 
9:27). 

When Paul warned the Galatians 
about the lust of the flesh against 
the Spirit, he knew the fight in 
his own experience, which he 
urged them to.make. 

Second, Paul had a continual 
fight against worldliness and the 
half-hearted service which world- 
ly Christians give. 

He and Barnabas had a blessed 
ministry in the first missionary 
journey and were sent out by the 
Holy Ghost, as-recorded in Acts 
13 and 14. But when a second 
missionary journey was _ planned, 
“Barnabas determined to take 
with them John, whose surname 
was Mark. But Paul thought not 
good to take him with them, who 
departed from them from Pam- 
phylia, and went not with them 
to the work. And the contention 
was so sharp between them that 
they departed asunder one from 
the other: and so Barnabas took 
Mark, and sailed unto Cyprus; 
And Paul chose Silas, and depart- 
ed, being recommended by the 
brethren unto the grace of God” 
(Acts 15:37-40). Paul did not say 
that Mark was unsaved. But he 
insisted on all-out discipleship and 
fought for an evangelistic party 
that would stay true tq Christ 
under pressure. Barnabas was a 
noble, good man, but in this mat- 
ter his love for his nephew seems 
to have hindered his faithfulness. 
At any rate Barnabas disappears 
from the book of Acts..and we 
hear of him no more while Paul 
goes straight down the road. 

Later, Paul in prison found the 
same difficulty. He wrote Tim- 
othy, “For Demas hath forsaken 
me, having loved this present 
world, and is departed unto Thes- 
salonica; Crescens to Galatia, Ti- 
tus unto Dalmatia. Only Luke is 
with me” (II Tim, 4:10, 11). 

Third, Paul had a constant fight 
on hand for the purity of the Gos- 
pel, In Acts 15:1, 2, we read: 
“And certain men which came 
down from Judea taught the 
brethren, and said, Except ye be

Most of the Christians in the 
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world had a Jewish background 
and Jewish nationalism was still 
strong in their thoughts. They 
could hardly bear that others 
should not honor Moses as they 
had, keep the Sabbath as they 
had done from childhood, and cir- 
cumcise their boy babies still as 
their fathers had done centuries 
before them. And some of these 
Judaizers came to Antioch. 


These Christians from Jerusa- 
lem would not eat with Gentile 
Christians, They were Jews first, 
Christians afterwards, And Peter 
the apostle, in order to avoid of- 
fense, and to have the friendship 
of these Jews he loved so much, 
began to compromise also. “For 
before that certain came from 
James |the leader at Jerusalem], 
he did eat with the Gentiles: but 
when they were come, he with- 
drew and separated himself, fear- 
ing them which were of the cCir- 
cumcision. And the other Jews 
dissembled likewise with him; in- 
somuch that Barnabas also was 
carried away with their dissimula- 
tion” (Gal. 2:12, 13), 

Paul said, “But when Peter was 
come to Antioch, I withstood him 
to the face, because he was to be 
blamed.” And again Paul said, 
“But when I saw that they walked 
not :uprightly according to the 
truth of the gospel, I said unto 
Peter before them all, If thou, 
being a Jew, livest after the man- 
ner of Gentiles, and not as do the 
Jews, why compellest thou the 
Gentiles to live as do the: Jews?” 
(Gal. 2:11. 14). 


It must have been a_ heart- 
racking thing to stand up openly, 
boldly, and face the great evange- 
list, the Apostle Peter, chief of 
the apostles as spokesman for the 
twelve, intimately trained by the 
Lord Jesus in person! I think that

| second wind, were discouraged by 


Barnabas and others sternly re- 
buked Paul and said, ‘“‘Touch not 
mine anointed.” But the Gospel 
was involved. If people needed to 
be circumcised to be saved, that 
was not the Gospel revealed to 
the Apostle Paul. If one were 
Saved because he was a good Jew, 
that was not the Gospel of the 
atoning blood which Paul 
preached! 


No doubt people thought Paul 
was “envious” or “jealous” be- | 
cause Peter was thought by many. 
to be a _ better preacher’ than 
Paul (I Cor, 1:11, 12). The purity 
of the Gospel was more important 
to Paul than the friendship of the. 
great. Peter had been the princi- | 
pal spokesman for God at Pente- | 
cost when three thousand were! 
saved, and many would think that | 
Peter could do no wrong; but Paul | 
faced him openly and publicly for | 
the sake of the Gospel and re-| 
buked him. Oh, the purity of the 
Gospel was always on Paul’s| 
heart. He wrote to the Christians | 
at Philippi and besought them 
that they “stand fast in one spirit, 
with one mind striving together 
for the faith of the gospel.” The 
Philippians were to strive togeth- 
er with Paul to defend the par- 
ticular part of the faith having to 
do with the Gospel;~that is, the 
plan of salvation, which is _ in- 
volved in the deity of Christ, His 
virgin birth, His blood atonement, 
and His bodily resurrection as our 
Saviour. 


Those who came to Galatia per- 
verted the Gospel, and Paul cried 
unto God to damn them! He said, 
“But though we, or an angel from 
heaven, preach any other gospel 
unto you than that which we have 
preached unto you, let him be ac- 
cursed. As we said before, so say 
I now again, If any man preach 
any other gospel unto you than 
that ye have received, let him be 
accursed” (Gal. 1:8, 9). 

Paul Knew that there was a_/§f 
constant pulling away of God’s 
people from the Gospel. Modern- 
ism receives its recruits from fun- 
damentalism. Modernists get no 
Sinners saved, so they pervert 
those who are already saved, The 
false cults generally grow from 
those they lure away from sound- 
ness of faith. Paul thinks that Sa- 
tan may come to attack the Gos- 
pel even in the form of an angel, 
or that some noble preacher even 
like Paul himself may be led 
astray. So Paul says, “Though we, 
or an angel from heaven, preach 
any other gospel unto you... 
let him be accursed.”’ 

Oh, how Paul grieved over those 
whose faith had been wrecked, 
who had been led aside into false 
doctrines and false gospels. He 
lost many friends over this plain 
stand and wrote, “All they which 
are in Asia be turned away from 
me; of whom are Phygellus and 
Hermogenes” (II Tim. 1:15). In 
Paul’s good fight, he stood for 
the essentials of faith, so he lost 
friends, called people by name, 
and faced many slanders for the 
Gospel’s sake. 

And. last of all, Paul fought 
against wicked men. His life was 
constantly in danger. King. Aretas 


of Damascus sought to kill him. 
He was stoned at Lystra. He was | 
mobbed at Jerusalem. He was! 
imprisoned at Caesarea Philippi; 
and at Rome. The unconverted | 
Jews ‘hated him and sought his | 
life. The idol-makers in Ephesus | 
hated him. Alexander the copper- | 
smith did him much harm. But 
Paul fought a good fight! It was 

a stormy life Paul tived, but was | 
one of sweet peace within. And) 
now, facing death, Paul can gladly 
say that oh, thank God, he has 
fought a good fight! 


Ill. “I Have Finished 
My Course” 

Yes, Paul, the long marathon 
race is done! The soldier’s life is | 
over. The hardships of a good. 
soldier are done. You didn’t trim!

The picture Paul has in mind, 
no doubt, is of the Olympic races. 

So many people fell by the 
wayside. The long race is so hard. 
Some, not in good condition and 
not willing to endure the pain, 
as they plodded on waiting for a 


the stitch in the side and gave 
up and fell to one side. 


' US. 


Paul had this in mind all his 


ministry. To the elders at Ephesus 
whom he called out to meet him 
at Miletus, Paul said, “And now, 
behold, I go bound in the spirit 
unto Jerusalem, not knowing the 
things that shall befall me there: 
Save that the Holy Ghost wit- 
nesseth in every city, saying that 
bonds and afflictions abide me. 
But none of these things move 
me, neither count I my life dear 
unto myself, so that I might finish 
my course with joy, and the min- 
istry, which I have received of 
the Lord Jesus, to testify the gos- 
pel of the grace of God” (Acts 20: 
22-24). 

Whether Paul should live or 
die did not matter, His life he 
counted not dear. But oh, 


joy,” he said! To meet Jesus, not 
|a quitter but a finisher! To meet 
Jesus, after fighting the last 
fight, running the last step, hit- 
ting the finishing tape at his best! 


Paul had this race in mind in 
Philippians 3:10-14 when he said: 


“That I may know him, and 
the power of his resurrection, and 
the fellowship of his sufferings, 
being made conformable unto his 
death; If by any means I might 
attain unto the resurrection of the 
dead. Not as though I had already 
attained, either were already per- 
fect: but I follow after, if that I 
may apprehend that for which also 
I am apprehended of Christ Jesus. 
Brethren, I count not myself to 
have apprehended: but this one 
thing I do, forgetting those things 
which are behind, and reaching 
forth unto those things which are 
before, I press toward the mark 
for the prize of the high calling 
of God in Christ Jesus.” 


No, Paul was not yet perfect. 
He had not attained. Some of the 
perfection, the wisdom, the Christ- 
likeness which he sought, the full- 
ness of power for which he cried 
to God day and night, would only 
be attained at the resurrection of 
the dead. But all the time Paul 
ran to approximate as closely as 
he could the glorified life, the 
resurrected life, 


He knew. the marks of a good 
runner, He would forget those 
things that are behind, He would 
stretch constantly forth unto the 
things which were before. He 
would “press toward the mark for 
the prize’ which waited the win- 
ner at the end of the race. And 
now, at the end, with glad joy 
he can say, “I have finished my 
course!”’ 


It has not been an easy race. 
A good race may be fairly easy. 


But the best race is not easy. To; 


live fairly well may not be hard. 
But to strain every nerve, forget 
every circumstance, looking only 
to Jesus, pleasing Him only—oh, 
that is a straining, pressing, daily 
crucifixion business. 


It was for this reason that Paul | § 
thought of the tragic possibility | 


_—‘What if I, after I have preached | 
the Gospel to so many and had so” 


many marvelous conversions— | 
what if I then should be laid | 
aside, cast away as an instrument | 
of the Gospel?’ (I Cor. 9:27). 
That race which obsessed Paul 
he mentions in Hebrews 12:1 and| 
2: “Wherefore seeing we also are 
compassed about with so great 
a cloud of witnesses, let us lay 
aside every weight, and the sin 
which doth so easily beset us, 
/and let us run with patience the 
race that is set before us, Look- 
ing unto Jesus the author and fin- 
‘isher of our faith; who for the 
joy that was set before him en- 
‘dured the cross, despising the 
shame, and is set down at the 
‘right hand of the throne of God.” 
It is as if all the heavenly cloud 
of witnesses, those saints and 


‘martyrs mentioned.in the preced- 


ing chapter who walked by faith, 
are now looking on as Paul runs 
the race, and as we run it, Oh, 
now to “lay aside every weight, 
and the sin !|the prevailing sin of 
lack of faith} which doth so easily 
beset us, and let us run with pa- 
tience the race that is set before 
And who is the inspiration? The 
example? And who the judge at 
the end of the race to say the 
glad “Well done!” and to give 
the laurel-wreath crown? Why, 
that is Jesus! So Paul says, “Look- 
ing unto Jesus the author and 
finisher of our faith.” Paul was 
anxious to see Jesus. And now 
he has finished the race and is 
ready to meet the judge and re- 
ceive the victor’s crown! 

When I played college football 
I found that the best football 


| 


player might not be the most bril- 
liant athlete. He was often the 
man who never stopped running 
until the whistle blew. He would 
‘follow the ball.” How many a 
tackle I have made when the op- 
posing runner had cut all the way 
across the field and I seemed too 
far away to have a chance at him, 
when suddenly, finding himself cut 
off on that side of the field, he 
would reverse his field and lI 
would meet him coming back! 
Blessed is the man that keeps on 
and finishes the race! 


I saw a boxing match the other 
day. One of the contestants was 
knocked down twice in the first 
round. It seemed that he must 
prove a quick loser to the ener- 
getic fellow he faced. But he 
learned how to deal with that left 
uppercut and catch it on his glove. 
He kept on. In the third round 
he was pretty well in control. At 
the last of the ten rounds, there 
was no doubt that he was the best 
man, All three judges gave him 
the decision. He finished the course 
and finished strong. 


Oh, God give us men, not neces- 
sarily brilliant, not necessarily 
spectacular, but faithful, who fin- 
ish the fight. 


In every university a great num- 
ber of the freshman class are 
weeded out in the first semester. 
They do not work hard enough; 
they do not get papers in on time; 
they do not meet the requirements. 

How many surrender to the for- 
eign mission field and then nev- 
er go. And half of all those who 
go to the foreign field never go 
back after the first furlough! 

Paul finished his course. He did 


his best and stayed on the job 
when he preached to great crowds 
on his missionary journey. Later, 
when he was in jail and must send 
for people. to visit him, he won 
all he could, In jail at Rome he 
won Philemon, the runaway slave; 
and then writing from Rome to 
the saints at Philippi, he said, 
“All the saints salute you, chiefly 
they that are of Caesar’s house- 
hold.” Well, if Paul was a prisoner 
and if the Praetorian Guard of 
Caesar must guard his cell, Paul 
could talk about Christ to them. 
And .so it wasn't long until many 
of the “saints” could send gtfeet- 
ings to Philippi. They had been 
won by Paul, as those at Philippi 
had been won by the man who 
got in jail at Philippi. So those 
of Caesar’s household, won by 
Paul, sent greetings to the saints 
at Philippi, won by Paul! 

Oh, God give us grace to be 
faithful as he was! 


IV. “I Have Kept the Faith” 


It is a shout of triumph that 
Paul gives here before he dies a 
martyr, when he says, “I have 
kept the faith.” By the term “the 
faith,” Paul means a body of. dog 
trine; essentially and principally, 
this was the great body of truth 
relating to Jesus Christ and sal- 
vation. Paul defines the Gospel by 
divine inspiration in I Corinthians 
15:1-4 as follows: 

“Moreover, brethren, I declare 
unto you the gospel which I 
preached unto you, which also ye 
have received, and where in ye 
stand; By which also ye are saved, 
if ye keep in memory what I 
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preached unto you, unless ye have 
believed in vain. For I delivered 
unto you first of all that which 
I also received, how that Christ 
died for our sins according to the 
scriptures; And that he was bur- 
ied, and that he rose again the 
third day according to the scrip- 
tures.” 


“The faith,” to which Paul re- 
fers, and on which he-never var- 
ied, is principally summed up here 
as follows: 

1, Christ died for our sins. The 
atoning death of Christ, the God- 
man, to redeem sinners, 


2: Christ was buried. That 
proved his literal, physical death. 


3. Christ rose bodily from the 
grave. That is the proof of His 
deity. 

4. These great truths of the Bi- 
ble must be, to the letter, to the 
smallest details, in accord with the 
Scripture. Once the atoning death 
of Christ is mentioned as part 
of the Gospel. Twice in the same 
passage, the Gospel is said to be 
“according to the scriptures.” The 
integrity of the Word of God and 
the deity of Christ are equally a 
part of the Gospel Paul preached, 
the basic body of truths which 
he held and preached, And now 
Paul in glad humility can face 
Jesus Christ and cry out, “I have 
kept the faith!” 


Paul preached this Gospel to 
others; he himself received it di- 
rectly from God. That, he empha- 
sizes more than once. “But I cer- 
tify you, brethren, that the gospel 
which was preached of me is not 
after man. For I neither received 
it of man, neither was I taught 
it, but by the revelation of Jesus 
Christ”. (Gal. 1:11, 12). Talk no 
more of “human sources” or “eye 
witnesses” from whom Paul is 
sometimes said to have received 
the truths which hé wrote down in 
the Epistles of the: New Testa- 
ment. No, what Paul wrote down 
and what he preached daily, he 
did not receive from man. He did 
not get it from eye witnesses. He 
was not taught it by the other 


, apostles, as-he .took. some pains 


to explain. But he got it “by the 
revelation of Jesus Christ.” 


Paul was rightly jealous of ‘the 
faith.” He spoke of “the glorious 
gospel of the blessed God, which 
was committed to my trust” (I 
Tim. 1:11). He said, “We have 
this treasure in earthen vessels” 
(II Cor. 4:7). He claimed that 
God had made him supernaturally 
‘an able minister of the New 
Testament’ and that he preached 
and wrote, “not with enticing 
words of man’s wisdom, but in 
demonstration of the Spirit and 
of power” (I Cor. 2:4). 

Paul was so insistent about the 
importance of “the faith,” the 
essential doctrines which he 
taught, that he commanded the 
Saints at Rome, ‘Now I beseech 
you, brethren, mark them which 
cause divisions and offences CON- 
TRARY TO THE DOCTRINE 
WHICH YE HAVE LEARNED; 
and avoid them” (Rom. 16:17). 

There are many today who take 
very lightly the Word of God. One 
evangelist excused his running 
with modernists, calling them 
“brother,” having them lead in 
prayer, sending converts to their 
Churches, by saying that they 
were such good.men, and that 
they only differed with the funda- 
mentalists on the matter of the 
verbal inspiration of the Bible and 
on “theories of the atonement.” 
They did not believe the Bible 
was really the infallible Word 
of God and they did not believe 
in the atoning death of Jesus 
Christ as our substitute, and he 
thought these were relatively 
small matters! Not so with Paul 
the apostle.-How he grieved when 
the Galatian Christians were 
taught by the Judaizers to per- 
vert this faith! He even rebuked 
the Apostle Peter when Peter gave 
some color to the preaching of the 
Judaizers by eating with them and 
refusing to eat with Gentile con- 
verts. And to these Galatian 
Christians Paul wrote, grieving 
that some “would pervert the gos- 
pel of Christ.” And then he says 
by inspiration of God those strik- 
ing, powerful words: 

“But though we, or an angel 
from heaven, preach any other 
gospel unto you than that which 
we have preached unto you, let 
him be accursed. As we said be- 


‘of a Fighter 


fore, so say I now again, If any 
man preach any other gospel unto 
you than that ye have received, let 
him be accursed” (Gal. 1:8, 9). 


Wh is the basis of fellowship? 
Is it’ brotherly love and fellow- 
ship? Is it a denominational pro- 
ram? No! The only center of 
dInity that Paul knew was the 
Word of God itself, the essentials 
of the Christian faith. There was 
no room for two doctrines about 
the atonement, no room for two 
Jlans of salvation, no room for dif- 
fering opinions about the deity of 
Jesus Christ, the virgin birth, the 
bodily resurrection, His atoning 
death. No! If one should come 
among the Galatians preaching 
any other gospel, Paul fervently 
prayed, “Let him be accursed.” 

One might come with all the 
beauty and attractiveness of an 
angel of God. Paul remembered 
that there were “false apostles, de- 
ceitful workers, transforming 
themselves into the apostles of 
Christ. And no marvel; for Satan 
himself is transformed into an an- 
gel of light. Therefore it is no 
great thing if his ministers also 
be transformed as the ministers 
of righteousness .. .” (II Cor. 11: 
13-15). Some would come to them 
appearing to be noble, sweet- 
tempered, and loving Christian 
leaders. If they were wolves, they 
would be in sheep’s clothing. If 
they were false apostles, they 
would appear as apostles of Christ. 
Satan himself would appear as an 
angel of light, not as the old Ser- 
pent he is. No matter who should 
come to preach another gospel, 
Paul said, “Let him be accursed.” 


Then a horrible thought seems 
to have «crossed Paul’s” mind. 
What if he himself should be led 
astray and bring a false doctrine? 
What if he who was so scholarly 
and wise, he who had stood so 
high among the Jews—what if he 
should be led to modify the Gos- 
pel which he had preached to 
them? Then let even him be 
cursed and damned also, he cried! 


The Gospel was more important 
than another apostle, more im- 
portant than angels, more import- 
ant than any fellowship or any pro- 
gram. The great center for unity 
is the Bible, is Jesus Christ and 
the Bible. As D. L. Moody said 
at the Northfield conference where 
he invited Christian workers from 
many denominations, “Let it be 
understood that our unity here at 
Northfield is based on the Bible 
as it is.” 

Paul was well acquainted with 
the rottenness of his own heart. 
He had grieved so much over his 
sinful nature and cried out, “O 
wretched man that I am! who 
shall deliver me from the body 
of this death?’’ He had confessed, 
“In me (that is, in my _ flesh,) 
dwelleth no good thing.” Now he 
has come to the end. Soon his 
head will be chopped off. And glad 
exultation rushes to his lips and 
with a splatter of ink, it may be, 
he writes down the inspired words. 
The race has been run and thank 
God that he, Paul, has kept the 
faith! He has never wavered, He 
has not dishonored God by any 
hesitancy about the blessed truth 
of the Gospel. He has kept the 
faith! 


V. The Waiting Crown! 


“T have fought a good fight,” 
Paul says, “I have finished my 
course, I have kept the faith: 
Henceforth there is laid up for 
me a crown of _ righteousness, 
which the Lord, the _ righteous 
judge, shall give me at that day: 
and not to me only, but unto all 
them also that love his appear- 
ing.” 

Yes, Paul is now to face “the 
righteous judge.’ He has been run- 
ning the long marathon, laying 
aside every weight and the beset- 
ting sin of unbelief, always ‘‘look- 
ing unto Jesus the author and fin- 
isher of our faith.’”’” Now the race 
is over. The victor’s crown is to 
come! 


Paul speaks here of the judg- 
ment seat of Christ, which he of- 
ten mentioned. He had solemnly 
warned the people in Corinth that 
after they had the foundation, 
Christ Himself, they would be 
judged for the kind of life they 
lived, what they built upon that 
foundation, their lives after tak- 
ing Christ as Saviour. He said, 
“Every man’s work shall be made 


manifest: for the day shall declare 
it, because it shall be revealed 
by fire; and the fire shall try ev- 
ery man’s work of what sort it is. 
If any man’s work abide which he 
hath built thereupon, he shall re- 
ceive a reward. If any man’s work 
shall be burned, he shall suffer 
loss: but he himself shall be saved; 
yet so as by fire” (I Cor, 3:13- 
15). 


Paul had often trembled to 


think of that judgment seat, for | 


“If any man’s work shall be 
burned, he shall suffer loss,” al- 
though himself. saved. And in II 
Corinthians he had explained the 
constant pressure that made him 
labor day and night: “For we 
must all appear before the judg- 
ment seat of Christ; that every 
one may receive the things done 
in his body, according to that he 
hath done, whether it be good 
or bad. Knowing therefore the 
terror of the Lord, we persuade 
men...” (II Cor. 5:10, 11). Paul 
saw this terror,. the shame and 
ioss Of meeting Christ without 
having a life that pleased Him. 

Shame and loss for a Chris- 
tian? Oh yes! To have all the 
work of a lifetime burned up as 
wood, hay, stubble; to get to 
Heaven and find that others have 
gone to Hell that you did not 
warn and for whom you had no 
concern—that was a terror to 
Paul. He called it ‘the terror of 
the Lord.” 


But now the race is run, The 
dear Lord who has revealed to 
Paul that he is soon to die has 
given him also the sweet assur- 
ance that he can love Christ’s 
appearing, or that he can look for- 
ward joyfully to the judgment 
seat of Christ. Of course Paul does 
not have in mind here salvation. 
That is.a settled and _ glorious 
face. He is saved by grace. He is 
kept by grace. God is able to keep 
that which Paul has committed to 
Him against that day. But oh, to 
be found a faithful servant! Oh, 
for the Lord of the harvest to 
say, “Well done, thou good and 
faithful servant: thou hast been 
faithful over a few things, I will 
make thee ruler over many things: 
enter thou into the joy of thy 
lord” (Matt. 25:21). 

What is the great joy that Paul 
expected when he would suddenly 
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| heard one say the other day that a 
certain preacher had no more gifts for the 
ministry than an oyster, and in my own 
judgment this was a slander on the oyster, 
for that worthy bivalve shows great discre- 
tion in his openings, and knows when to 
close. If some men were sentenced to hear 
their own sermons it would be a righteous 
judgment upon them, and they would soon 
cry out with Cain, “My punishment is 
greater than | can bear.’'—Spurgeon. 
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pass out of this realm of tears and 
toil and sin into the presence of 
Christ? Why, Paul was joyfully 
looking forward to seeing the fruit 
of his labors; he hoped to find 
a multitude of souls to meet him 
in Glory and present them to Christ 
in glad homage. And that would 
be his joy! 

How desperately Paul wrote and 
pléaded with the Galatian Chris- 
tians to come back to their first 
love and their first simple faith! 
He said, “I am afraid of you, lest 
I have bestowed upon you labour 
in vain” (Gal, 4:11). And again he 
said, ‘‘My little children, of whom 
I travail in birth again until 
Christ be formed in you ee. 
(Gal. 4:19). Paul was so fearful 
lest at the judgment seat of 
Christ he would find his work 
among the Galatians to be fruit- 
less and with no permanent honor 
to Christ! And to his. beloved 
spiritual children at Thessalonica 
Paul wrote, “For what is our hope, 
or joy, or crown of rejoicing? Are 
not even ye in the presence of our 
Lord Jesus Christ at his coming? 
For ye are our glory and joy” (1 
Thess. -2:19, 20). 

That was written before Pau! 
had it revealed to him that he 
would die before the coming of 
the Lord. But oh, his hope and 
joy and crown of rejoicing in the 
presence of the Lord Jesus was 
to be these precious souls he had 
won! 

Surely this is what Paul had in 
mind when he besought the Philip-

pian converts, ‘Therefore, my ' 


brethren dearly beloved and. 
longed for, my joy and crown, so 
stand fast in the Lord, my dearly 
beloved” (Phil, 4:1), 


Oh, Paul well knew, and may 


God help us to learn it, that the 
greatest joy one can have when| 


: 


he meets the Lord Jesus is that) 
he has done the one thing the'| 
Lord is most concerned about, 
that is, that he has won precious | 
souls, And then, “They that be. 
wise shall shine as the brightness | 
of the firmament; and they that | 
turn many to righteousness as the | 
Stars for ever and ever” (Dan. 12: 


Paul was continually alert lest 
he should lose this part of his | 
crown. Oh, what if some of these | 
converts should be led into false | 


‘doctrine and should not be good | 


Christians, should not be fruitful, | 
soul-winning Christians? The Holy 
Spirit had warned Paul, as it 
was revealed to the Apostle John, 
that in connection with deceivers 
and false prophets, one must 
‘Look to yourselves, that we lose 
not those things which we have 
wrought, but that we receive a full 
reward” (II John, vs. 8). And that 
was in connection with heresy 
concerning the essential doctrines, 
the fundamentals of the Chris- 
tian faith. John said that one who 
did not abide in the doctrine of 
Christ did not have God, that he 
was not to be received in one’s 
house nor to be bidden Godspeed. 
In this matter we are command- 
ed to ‘Look to yourselves, that 
we lose not those things which 
we have wrought, but that we re- 
ceive a full reward.” Oh, at the 
crowning day, some who ran well 
for a while will lose their reward, 
because they bid Godspeed to 
some who did not have Christ. 
They called “brothers” some who 
were enemies of Christ and the 
Bible. They had converts, but they 
led these converts into the hands 
of wolves. 

The same solemn warning is 
given in Revelation 3:11. “Behold, 
I come quickly: hold that fast 
which thou hast, that no man take 
thy crown.” 


Well, Paul has been faithful. 
The race is run. He is to face now 
the judge. And he has the glad as- 
surance that “henceforth there Is 
laid up for me a crown of right- 
eousness, which the Lord, the 
righteous judge, shall give me at 
that day.” 

When Christ comes riding on a 
white horse crowned with many 
crowns, followed by the armies 
of Heaven, to,set up His kingdom 
on earth, Paul the apostle will 
be somewhere near the King, and 
he who has suffered with Jesus 
will help Him reign! He who was 
lowly will be high. He who was 
last oftentimes, whom Demas for- 
sook, and whom they in Asia were 
turned away from, Paul who stood 
alone at his trial with no man to 
defend him, Paul who spent so 
many years in jail—thank God, 
Paul will be reigning then with 
Christ! | 

Now a word in conclusion, I 
urge every reader to carefully 
read again the solemn _ charge 
Paul gave to Timothy and us in 
view of Paul’s immediate depar- 
ture. He said: 

“T charge thee therefore before 
God, and the Lord Jesus Christ, 
who shall judge the quick and the 
dead at his appearing and his 
kingdom; Preach the word; be in- 
stant in season, out of season; re- 
prove, rebuke, exhort with all 
longsuffering and doctrine. For the 
time will come when they will not 
endure sound doctrine; but after 
their own lusts shall they heap 
to themselves teachers, having 
itching ears; And they shall turn 
away their ears from the truth, 
ind shall be turned unto fables. 
But watch thou in all things, en- 
dure afflictions, do the work of 
an evangelist, make full proof 
of thy ministry” (II Tim. 4:1-5). 

Oh, let us preach the Word, 
teach it in Sunday School classes, 
teach it to your children, proclaim 
it in personal work. Let us work 
at it in season and out, when it is 
easy or when it is hard, whether 
with many or with few! Let us 
‘ake a plain stand on sin and “re- 
ysrove, rebuke, exhort with all 
'ongsuffering and doctrine.” And 
let us “endure afflictions, do the 
work of an..evangelist, make full 
proof of thy ministry.” What a 
challenge to every young preacher, 
every missionary, every soul win- 
ner! Oh, in Jesus’ name, let us 
take this solemn charge of God

is God’s- doing the work in you. 
Conversion is saying, “I will.” Re- 
generation is God's breathing in- 
to you the breath of His own life. 


The second count in the bill 
is recorded in Matthew 5:20— 
“Except your righteousness ex- 
ceed’: the: righteousness of the 
scribes and Pharisees ye shall in 
no case enter into the kingdom of 
heaven.” So there is very little 
hope for the one who puts away 
the Saviour, either to see God or 
to know Him. Indeed, there is no 
hope, and there’is no open door. 
No man would dare to say that by 
his own efforts he could reach a 
standard of righteousness that 
would pass the judgment of an in- 
finite God. Then how are you go- 
ing to be saved? I know how you 
may be saved, and I tell it to the 
man who, up to this moment, is 
without hope, and to the woman 
who is in despair. I tell it to the 
rich and to the poor. I convey the 
message to the outcast and the 
respectable. “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be 
saved.” For by faith we are united 
to Christ, and His righteousness 
becomes our righteousness, That 
is the sure way to be saved, 


Another count in the bill, the 
third, we find in the Gospel of 
St. Luke—13:3, “Except ye repent, 
ye shall all likewise perish.” What 
is--repentance? There are people 
who say that repentance is sorrow 
for sin. Then all men repent, for 
- there is surely not a man bound 
with a passion, nor a woman held 
with a sin, who has not had sor- 
row for sin. They may have said 
with hearts almost breaking, “Oh, 
that I might be saved!” but you 
must remember that that is not 
repentance. There are those who 
say that remorse is repentance. 
Then all the sinful people in the 
city have repented, because day 
after day walking the streets, and 
night after night tossing restlessly 
upon their beds, they have said, 
“My God, my sin! My sin!” But 
that is not repentance. Repent- 
ance is, in a sense, sorrow for sin; 
it is the crushing effect of re- 
morse on account of sin; but in 
addition to this it is saying, ‘‘With 
God’s help, I will turn away from 
sin.” It is turning right-about- 
face, and looking unto Him, 
Then the other count in the 
bill is the text above quoted, 
“Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
Except a man be born again, he 
cannot see the kingdom of God.” 


Take the Step by Faith: 
Come! 


I hear somebody say, “I can- 
not come to Jesus.” Why? ‘“Be- 
cause I have no feeling.” But you 
never will have until you come. 
And another person says, “I can- 
not come to Jesus.” Why? And he 
answers, 
“Because the doctrine of the 
atonement seems to me to be so 
impossible. I cannot understand 
how Jesus Christ, dying upon Cal- 
vary nineteen hundred years ago 
“and more, can ever set me free.” 


A man said once in my presence 
that if he could explain the atone- 
ment, he would become a Chris- 
tian. Then he will never come to 
Jesus, for not until we see God 
can we begin to understand the 
atonement, Not an angel or saint 
in Heaven understands it. Eter- 
nity will not be long enough in 
Which to comprehend it. 


If you are waiting for this, you 
are like a man in the university 
who might say, “I will never study 
astronomy until I can understand 
it. I will never enter a class in 
mathematics until I can solve ev- 
ery problem.” You must come by 
faith. 


Here is another who says he 
cannot come. Why? And taking 
up the Bible he turns over its 
pages and says, ‘“Too many contra- 
dictions.” But I am sure that 
there has never been a book in the 
world that has such harmony in it 
as this old Book, from Genesis 
to Revelation; if you wait to argue 
your way through your difficulties 
I fear you will never come, 


A man once came to Mr. Moody 
saying, “If you will answer this 
list of questions, I will become 
a Christian.” 

But Mr. Moody was too clever 
for him. He said, “If you will be- 
come a Christian and start to- 
night, then come to me tomorrow 


among other reasons,. 


morning, I will answer every ques- 
tion on your list.” 

That night he accepted Christ 
as his Saviour. The next morning 
he came back to Mr. Moody’s 
house, his face shining, and said, 
“Mr. Moody, I will not have to put 
you to the trouble of answering 
the questions. They have all been 
answered in the night and the 
way is clear,” 


That is the way to come. If 
men, the latchet of whose’ shoes 
you are not worthy to unloose, 
if women, in whom you. have as 
perfect confidence as you have in 
your mother, if men like Glad- 
Stone, if men like our President 
McKinley, if men like General 
Booth, and if women like Cather- 
ine Booth can say, “We took the 
step by faith, and all the way be- 
came increasingly bright ahead of 
us,” then I think we may trust 
the Saviour. “Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, Except a man be born 
again, he cannot see the kingdom 
of God.” It is God’s Word, and 
you must yield. 


But I turn to the Scripture and 
find that the statement of Jesus 
makes it very plain, This is what 
Jesus said to Nicodemus, “Ye must 
be born again.” I can imagine 
someone saying, “I can quite un- 
derstand how one deep in sin 
should be born again. I can ap- 
preciate the fact that a drunkard 
must be born again.” But Nico- 
demus was a moral man, yet Je- 
sus said to him, “Ye must be 
born again.” Then if Nicodemus 
must, so must you. Jesus made 
it nbn He said, “Except a 
man be\born again, he cannot see 
the kingdom of God.” 


Depending on God’s 
Sure Word 


Then He said, “Except a man be 
born of water ... .” I think 
sometimes we make all too little 
of baptism, for as I turn over the 
pages of the Scriptures, I find 
that again and again baptism is 
plainly presented to us as a duty, 
and closely connected with be- 
lieving; but Jesus, I am sure, was 
not talking about water baptism 
here. He said, “Except a man be 
born of water...’ and He was 
talking to a Jew. If you turn 
back to the Old Testament, you 
will see that the references to 
water are references to the Word. 
So this is what Jesus surely must 
have meant, “Except a man be 
born -of the Word.’ What does 
that mean? It means that you 
may take God’s promise of salva- 
tion and hold on to it by faith, 
and on the basis of His promise 
you may make your plea, and God 
will keep His word. That is the 
way to be saved. 


We have in our country a dis- 
tinguished preacher who rose in 
a conference one day and said in 
my hearing, “I was raised in a 
Methodist family and every mem- 
ber of the household was a perfect 
battery of emotion, We never had 
a Methodist revival that they did 
not take me to the altar, and urge 
me to remain there until light 
came, but somehow I could not be 
saved. 


“But one morning when a stu- 
dent, I was seated on the cam- 
pus at college preparing for my 
Bible lesson, I came to John 3:16 
__‘For God so loved the world.’ 

. I stopped and said, “That 
is inclusive enough for me.’ “That 
he gave his only Son... .’ “That 
is provision enough for me,’ “That 
whosoever believeth in him... .’ 
‘That is definite enough for me.’ 
‘Should not perish.’ I arose from 
my sitting position, and taking my 
little Testament in my hand, I 
held it up above my head and 
said, ‘O God, here this morning 
I aecept this statement of Thine 
as the truth; I will hold on to it 
while I live. I will carry it with 
me to the judgment, and if I am 
not saved, it will go hard with 
your book.’ And suddenly I found 
my eyes filled with tears, I found 
my lips trembling, I found my 
heart burning, and from that day 
to this I have been a.perfect bat- 
tery of emotion myself.” 


That is the way to be saved. 
Lay hold on God’s Word, and it 
will do its own work, 

But Jesus makes it plainer. He 
says, “born of water (that is, the 
Word); born of the spirit.” Sure- 
ly this is the work of the Spirit; 
it is your minister’s preaching; it 


~ 


is the singing of a hymn which 
holds you; it is your mother’s 
pleading moving you. It is the 
tear-stained request that I once 
held in my hand signed by a bro- 
kenhearted mother. which read, 
“Pray for my boy.” It is every- 
thing that can make you think. 
It is everything that can make 
you want to turn to God. It is 
the Spirit of God pleading, 

. One evening at a service in 
New York City I saw avery dis- 
tinguished-looking man rise and 
I heard him say, “I will accept 
Christ.” I went back.to the hotel 
and told my wife that I believed 
I had been used to lead a great 
man to God. I thought I had, but 
the next day, which was the day 
of prayer, I saw this man come 
into the service carrying in his 
arms a little lame boy. He brought 
him forward and placing him on 
the platform, came over to me and 
placing his hand up to his mouth 
so that the child could not hear 
him, he said, “I want to introduce 
to you my little Joe. He is going 
to die.’”’ He did not need to tell me 
that. The little fellow’s face was 
so white, and his hands were so 
thin. When I came over to meet 
his child he said with all the 
pride of a father, “This is my 
little Joe. He led me to Christ.” 


When he said it I confess I was 
a bit disappointed, for I thought

That is what I mean by the 
Spirit working.

Different Emotions and Feel- 
ings With Different People 


May I say in conclusion that 
we come into the kingdom of God 
with different experiences. Some 
men sob their way to Christ. Oth- 
er men shout their way into the 
kingdom. Some men come with all 
the calmness that is part of their 
nature. 


I like the story of the gentle- 
man in Philadelphia who, after 
hearing his minister preach, turned 
to the man near him and said, 
“Sir, when will the officers of 
this Church meet?” And the man 
said, ‘“They will meet now, if you 
wish it.” And the gentleman said, 
“Call them together.” When the 
officers of the Church came to- 
gether, this gentleman, who was 
one of the greatest manufacturers 
in America, rose before them to 
say, “Gentlemen, for a long time 
I have believed in Jesus Christ, 
but I have never acknowledged 
Him. Today when the minister was 
preaching I thought the time had 
come, and before you this morn- 
ing I acknowledge Him as my Sav- 
iour.”

You may come in from the East; 
you may come in from the West; 
you may come in from the South;

But come, Waiting will not save 
you. Weeping will not save you.

The danger is this: You are very 
near the kingdom—so very near.

I once said to an American 
preacher in Oregon, “How did you 
come to Christ?” and he said, “I 
was raised in a Christian home;
